U.S. offers money for bomb error 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 


U.S. Ambassador Emory C. Swank 
acknowledged today that the Cambodian 
town of Neak Luong "suffered 
grievously at American hands" and 
signed an agreement for $1.1 million to 
rebuild the hospital demolished by the 
mistaken B52 attack on the Mekong river 
town on Aug. 6. 


Swank, whose air attache had reported 


the damage was "not extensive," said 
the U. S. government would also com- 
pensate relatives of those killed in what 
turned out to be the worst bombing 


mistake of the Indochina war. 


The last official casualty count was 137 


killed and 280 wounded, and the 
American payments to the survivors are 
expected to total between $65,000 and 
$90,000. 


The agreement signed by Swank and 


Foreign Minister Long Boret calls for 
$400,000 from the United States to 
rebuild the hospital in the town 32 miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh and $700,000 
worth of hospital equipment. The 
equipment arrived last week. 


Swank said an American hospital ex- 


pert will help restore the hospital and the 
United States is providing an ambulance 
that can double as a mobile clinic. 


"In war one learns to suffer, but it is 


especially disheartening to receive 
death and destruction from your 
friends," the ambassador said. 


"On Aug. 6, Neak Luong suffered 


greviously at American hands. Over 400 
were killed or injured and a large frac- 
tion of the town was destroyed due to 
American bombing. We desire to com- 
pensate, insofar as possible, the sur- 
vivors of the tragedy and. in particular. 


lo restore the much-used town hospital." 


Meanwhile, the commander of the 


Cambodian army at a news conference 
thanked the United States for the sup- 
port its bombers gave his troops. 


"We will never forget our American 


friends," Maj. Gen. Sosthene Fernandez 
said. "They helped us with the bombing, 
especially B52s." 


He said American bombing shortly 


before the Aug. 15 cutoff helped his 
troops defeat an attack on Phnom Penh 
from six different directions by 30.000 
Khmer Rouge insurgents.

British bombing 
terror continues 


LONDON (AP) -Terrorist bombers 


struck in Britain today for the fourth day 
as Scotland Yard looked for them among 
Irish residents of England. 


Two unexploded devices, an incen- 


diary and a booby-trapped book, were 
found in London. 


Six suspected letter bombs were dis- 


covered in a mail sorting office in Luton, 
30 miles north of London. Police said five 
had fictitious addresses. Sorters became 
suspicious because the white envelopes, 
all addressed in the same handwriting, 
were heavier than usual. Explosive ex- 
perts were called in. 


A bomb squad defused the cigarette- 


pack incendiary planted among rolls of 
cloth in Dickins and Jones, a leading 
department store in London's bustling 
West'End. It was the 15th fire bomb 
discovered in a London department store 
since Saturday and the second for 
Dickins and Jones. 


Scotland Yard declined to comment. 
Special precautions were being taken 


at mail sorting offices to intercept sus- 
picious packages. 


Seven letter bombs-all built into 


paperback books on music—were 
delivered Tuesday to government offices 
and military organizations. Another 10 
incendiary devices were discovered in 
five central London stores, bringing to 14 
the number found in department stores 
since Saturday. 


Scotland Yard believes the devices are 


the work of a group of Irish nationalists 
who have broken away from the Irish 


Republican Army or sympathizers with 
them. The Sun newspaper said police 
were looking for a blonde woman with a 
bag full of the incendiary devices which) 
she slipped into the pockets of garments 
hanging in stores. 


There have been no casualties yet, but 


Ernest Bond, Scotland Yard's deputy 
assistant commissioner, warned that the 
letter bombs found Tuesday were 
lethal—"Anyone receiving anything like 
this must not open it. If they do, it will 
blow them in half." 


Each package contained four ounces of 


explosive stuffed into a cut-out part of 
the paperback books. The incendiary 
devices were made by putting flammab- 
le material in cigarette packs along with 
a ter and detonator. 


Late Tuesday a fire broke out in a mail 


rack at the Central Office of Informat- 
ion, which earlier in the day received a 
letter bomb. The fire destroyed the rack 
and damaged some furniture. 


"It looks as though it may have been 


another incendiary device," a police 
spokesman said. "The mail was 
carefully checked after the letter bomb 
was found, but something may have 
slipped through." 


Letter bombs also were delivered to 


the Northern Ireland information office, 
the Environment Ministry, the Union 
Jack Club, the Royal Air Force As- 
sociation headquarters, the British 
Legion and the Old Bailey criminal 
court. 


Phase 4 guidelines on 
food prices awaited 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Cost of 


Living Council planned today to release 
its new Phase 4 regulations for con- 
trolling food prices, which spiralled last 
month despite the government's price 
freeze. 


The latest Consumer Price Index 


showed that food prices increased 
eight-tenths of one per cent in July, in 
defiance of the 60-day price freeze in- 
tended to keep the lid on costs. 
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To a shopper, the July increase meant 


spending less than one cent per dollar 
more on groceries, but food prices for 
the last six months still were increasing 
at an annual rate of 17.8 per cent, a 
government official said. 


The July figure compared with a 1.4 


per cent increase in June. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, said Tuesday the July food-price 
increase "has 
not yet been f u l l y 


explained." 


The Cost of Living Council offered 


several possible explanations, and a 
spokesman said, "We're looking into 
it." 


At the Labor Department, where the 


price index is prepared, a spokesman 
suggested there might have been 
widespread violations of the price freeze 
imposed June 13. "How much it might 
reflect violations of the freeze, we have 
no way of knowing," he said. 


Stein also noted there have been sub- 


stantial new food price increases since 
the price freeze was lifted July 18. 


The freeze had an over-all effect on the 


economy, holding total consumer price 
increases for July to two-tentheofone.oer 
cent, down from an average monthlv 
increase of six-tenths of one per cent 
during the first six months of the year, 
the index shows. 


Non-food commodities, led by 


clothing, actually showed a decline in 
July of two-tenths of one per cent on a 
seasonally unadjusted basis. 


The rate of inflation for the six-month 


period ending in July was listed as 7.4 
per cent. 


The new food industry regulations 


being released today will replace the 
temporary Phase 4 regulations that took 
effect when the price freeze was lifted 
from food on July 18. 


A main difference is that the new 


regulations-jo go into effect about Sept. 
12-will allow food firms to include in 
their prices all justified cost increases. 
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Debate on tapes 
goes to court 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Watergate 


special prosecutor Archibald Cox ar- 
gued today that President Nixon's "duty 
to produce evidence is a firm legal duty 
and involves no judgment on his part." 


Cox and Charles Alan Wright, 


representing the President, debated the 
case involving tapes of presidential 
conversations in a packed courtroom 
before U.S. District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


Wright contended that if Sirica or- 


dered Nixon to surrender the White 
House tapes he would set a precedent 
that would not be confined to the Wat- 
ergate case. 


Any of the 400 district court judges in 


the country, under such a ruling, could 
demand presidential documents sub- 
poenaed by parties in a criminal case, 
Wright argued. 


On the other hand Cox contended that 


if the President is allowed to withhold 
the tapes any department head in the 
executive branch could do the same 
thing. 


It was the first courtroom oral ar- 


gument on a constitutional confrontation 
likely to go to the Supreme Court. Both 
sides have set out their positions in 
lengthy briefs submitted to Sirica in 
recent weeks since Cox went to court 
seeking tapes the President has refused 
to turn over to him or to the Senate 
Watergate committee. 


Near the close of his argument, Cox 


told Sirica he wished to inject a personal 
note: 


"No man would feel greater relief than 


I would if the recordings were to prove 
the falsity of the accusations against the 
respondent (NixorO." 


Wright asserted that no court can 


overrule the President in his judgment 


of whether confidential conversations 
should be kept secret. 


He said that 18 months ago "nobody of 


responsible opinion anywhere in the 
American legal community would have 
said a court has the power to overrule the 
President of the United States in a 
matter of this kind." 


He asked rhetorically, "What has 


caused opinion to change?" and added: 


"What has happened has been Wat- 


ergate. The hydraulic force arising from 
this sordid and unhappy episode has le,d 
men of distinction to say that the "Con- 
stitution means something it has never 
meant before." 


Wright said he considers "getting to 


the truth of Watergate is a goal of great 
worth." But he added: 


"There may well be times when there 


are other national interests more im-

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Agnew charge of Justice 'leaks1 


brings denial from Richardson 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Vice President 


Spiro T. Agnew has accused Justice 
Department officials of subjecting him 
to a campaign of smear publicity and 
trial by headline in "a clear and out- 
rageous effort" to influence a federal 
grand jury investigating him. 


But the Justice Department said there 


is no evidence to support Agnew's claim. 


Referring to reports he said he 


believed were leaked to the news media, 
Agnew declared Tuesday that he had to 
assume "that some Justice Department 
officials have decided to indict me in the 
press whether or not the evidence sup- 
ports their position." 


Responding to Agnew's charges, Atty. 


Gen. Elliot L. Richardson said the Jus- 
tice Department was concerned with 
unfair and inaccurate publicity about 
the grand jury in Baltimore which is 
investigating allegations of kickbacks 
and political corruption in Maryland. 


But, in his statement, Richardson said 


there is no evidence thus far to implicate 
law enforcement officials in the news 
leaks. He said an investigation into the 
leaks is continuing. 


In Baltimore, U.S. Atty. George Beall, 


reiterated a statement made earlier this 


month that neither he nor any of the 
other prosecutors in the case were the 
sources of news leaks. 


Beall is heading the grand jury probe. 
"I regret to say that it has become 


clear that the 'sources close to the 
investigation' so frequently quoted were 
indeed just that-persons involved in the 
investigatory process," Agnew said. 


Facing newsmen for the second time 


in two weeks, Agnew read a prepared 
eight-minute statement in which he said 
that he had called on Richardson to 
vigorously pursue the hunt for Justice 
Department leaks and plug them. 


"It is through proper investigation of 


all the facts that the t r u t h w i l l 
emerge-not through trial by headline or 
by hearing only part of the story," Ag- 
new said. "I am confident that the or- 
derly processes of justice will result in 
my complete vindication." 


Agnew was notified in a letter from 


Beall Aug. 2 that he was under inves- 
tigation by the grand jury for possible 
criminal violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws in connec- 
tion with allegations that Maryland 
contractors paid kickbacks to politicians 


in return for favored treatment in the 
awarding of jobs. 


In a statement Aug. 6 and again at a 


news conference Aug. 8, Agnew 
proclaimed his innocence of all allegat- 
ions against him. 


Despite Agnew's protestations reliab- 


le sources speaking prior to Agnew's 
appearance Tuesday characterized the 
evidence against him as massive. 


The sources told The Associated Press 


that Agnew never would have been not- 
ified he was under investigation if the 
evidence hadn't been "damned solid." 


"It should be obvious that the letter 


wouldn't have been sent to Agnew if 
there wasn't sufficient evidence for an 
indictment in the view of the investigat- 
ors," one source said. 


Another source agreed, saying that the 


case was tight. 


"An action of this sort is not taken 


lightly," he said. "It has to be a damned 
solid and serious case for it to proceed 
this far." 


Those comments paralleled a news 


report Agnew cited in his statement as 
evidence that news leaks were coming 
from sources actually involved in the 
Baltimore investigation.

said that the Justice investigation of the 
leaks consists of informal contacts with 
officials warning them to guard against 
leaks. There is no formal probe, the 
spokesman, John W. Hushen, said. 


Both Richardson and Agnew called on 


members of the news media to exercise 
restraint and help plug leaks. And Ag- 
new hinted that he believes newsmen 
should be compelled to disclose their 
sources. 


Despite his distress with the news 


stories, Agnew said he did not blame the 
news media for printing them. 
Export curb 
asked for 
row cotton 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The textile 


industry has asked the government to 
license cotton exports, saying a critical 
shortage of raw cotton threatens con- 
sumers with price increases totaling 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 


The assistant secretary of agriculture 


for intfrnationnl affairs, Carrol! G. 
Brunthaver, promptly rejected the idea. 
He said there will be no cotton shortage, 
although prices will rise. 


Brunthaver commented Tuesday on a 


letter to Secretary Earl L. Butz from 
Donald Comer Jr.. president of the 
American Textile Manufacturers Instit- 
ute. 


Comer said the price of cotton con- 


tracts on commodity markets has 
increased more than 150 per cent since 
last October, reaching the highest level 
since the Civil War. 


"The unprecedented cotton supply and 


price situation is complicated and 
magnified enormously for our mills by 
Phase 4 rules and regulations that are 
creating great difficulties and pricing 
uncertainties," he said. 


"The combination of these factors is 


generating near panic in our industry, 
and the marketing system, in a great 
many instances, has ground to a halt. It 
is only a matter of time before produc- 
tion and employment will be affected-in

Drilling ship 
helped alter 
idea of earth 


LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP) -A hardy 


ship, the Glomar Challenger has 
traveled the equivalent of 20 times 
around the world testing the theories of 
ages. 


Cores of sediment drilled up from the 


ocean floor by the Challenger are said to 
confirm theories of continental drift and 
sea floor spreading. 


The National Science Foundation has 


spent $42.5 million on Challenger and 
earmarked another $26 million until 1976 
for its geological experiments. Known as 
The Deep Sea Drilling Project, the 
project, largest of its kind, reached its 
fifth birthday Aug. 11. 


Dr. Melvin N. A. Peterson is principal 


investigator and manager of the project 
run by the University of California's 
Scripps Institution of Oceanography. 


He says the project has been "fantas- 


tically successful," justified alone by 
confirmation of the theory of continental 
drift and sea floor spreading. 
I 


"The concept has changed our entire ' 


view of earth," said Peterson. "It has 
provided a unifying hypothesis — more 
than a hypothesis —that brings together 
in a rational picture a great many scat- 
tered observations made over the last 
100 years." 


The figures show the North Atlantic is 


separating at a rate of 1.2 centimeters a 
year, the South Atlantic at 2 centimeters 
a year and the Pacific at rates up to 12 
centimeters a year. 


Some other discoveries which the men 


of the Challenger say they have made: 


-Oil and mineral-rich deposits exist in 


the deep oceans. 


-Much of what was once the giant, 


merged continent known as Pangaea has 
subsided beneath the ocean. 


—The Mediterranean Sea dried up 


about 12 million years ago. 


-Australia and Antarctica separated 


about 120 million years ago. 


-As a result of climatic factors, a new 


pattern of circulation in the Pacific 
exists which has affected the world's 
weather ever since. 


-Many mountain ranges such as the 


Alps were formed by compressional 
forces on sea floor sediment which 
eventually were uplifted by other 
geological events. 


The 400-foot ship was built for the 


project by Glomar Marine, Inc., of Los 
Angeles, which owns and operates it 
under a subcontract. Its crew often ex- 
ceeds 70 including 10 or more scientists 
and other technicians. 


The Challenger has been used to drill 


holes almost a mile deep into the ocean 
floor through some four miles of water. 
The recovered core sediments would 
stretch 94,000 feet long. Together, Pet- 
erson says, they trace the geological 
history of the ocean almost 160 million 
years.

mandate to strike the Chrysler Corp., if 
necessary.

"I hope there's no strike," said 


Douglas Fraser, UAW vice president for 
its Chrysler division. "I think most 
workers feel this way." 


The union's 26 member International 


Executive Board unanimously selected 
Chrysler Tuesday in Milwaukee. UAW 
President Leonard Woodcock said the 
firm was "an obvious target." 


Woodcock was at the talks today, his 


first appearance at the Chrysler bar- 
gaining table since the negotiations 
opened on July 18 


A union spokesman said Woodcock 


would not attend every day and was 
there "to accelerate the pace of bar- 
gaining." Woodcock said he would leave 
most of the bargaining to the union's 
Chrysler division. 


In an impromptu news conference, 


Chrysler Corp. Vice President William 
O'Brian said his firm is planning to 
come up with a wage-benefit package 
"in the neighborhood" of the 6.2 per cent 
per year guidelines set by President 
Nixon. 


He said Chrysler would bring in its 


formal counterproposals as soon as the 
union lists its priorities among the 
numerous demands it has submitted. 


O'Brian said Chrysler has estimated 


that meeting all union demands 
currently on the table would cost $4 or $5 
an hour per worker. The average U.S. 
auto worker currently receives just over 
$5 an hour. 


O'Brian said Chrysler will be confer- 


ring with officials from Ford and 
General Motors, but said the Big Three 
auto makers will not necessarily make 
all their moves in unison. 
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Fraser said he expected negotiating 


time to be about evenly split between 
economic and noneconomic issues. He 
said he was planning to ask Chrysler to 
schedule two bargaining sessions a day. 
"We've got a lot to do," he explained. 


In Milwaukee Tuesday, Fraser said, 


"1973 is the year we have to solve the 
problems ... and unless we can solve 
them by Sept. 14, then we're going to 
strike the Chrysler Corp." 


Contracts with General Motors and 


Ford also expire at midnight Sept. 14.

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"There she boils!" The crowd of waiting people 


ooh and ah as flames shoot skyward in a mass of 
color. The foamimg liquid bubbles high in the 
huge iron pot, then boils over the top, hissing its 
way down the bulging black sides into the wood 
fire below. 


It's the Door County spectacular, the culinary 


drama that's been repeated hundreds of times this 
summer in what's known as the area's famous Fish 
Boil. This special moment and the cooking ritual 
that leads up to it will be repeated again and 
again far into the autumn from Sturgeon Bay to 
Gills Rock at the tip of Wisconsin's scenic penin- 
sular "thumb." 


This gustatory phenomena is neither new nor 


complicated. It's really Wisconsin's version of the 
downeast clambake and Yankee New England 
lobster and scallop suppers. Probably, the out- 
door Fish Boil is as old as any of the Atlantic shore 
events as well. Fish boils have been going on all 
over the peninsula for as long as any of the old- 
timers can remember. They were held instead of 
church suppers; they were popular at club and 
lodge outings: Anyone who grew up or lived very 
long in Door County knows exactly what a fish 
boil is and remembers them as a part of their 
heritage.

How did they get started? It must have been a 


long time ago when the early fishermen worked 
the waters on both the big lake side and the bay 
side of the peninsula. Most historians date the fish 
boil before the K-rn of the century, when fishing 
boats left much to be desired in the way of galleys 
and eating quarters. Fishermen hugged the shores 
and fished the bays and inlets as did the Indians 
before them to catch the big whitefish and lake 
trout. Like most workingmen, they got hungry and 
thus was born the quick and nourishing fish boil. 
The fish were at hand and so was the wood for the 
fire. All that needed to be lugged along in the 
boat — taking up little room — were the potatoes, 


onions for flavor, salt for seasoning and the boil 
up, plus the big black cooking pot. The two 
vegetables didn't even have to be kept cool; 
probably the makings were stored in the cooking 
pot to save room. 


Some say the custom came from the lumber- 


jacks who cut the virgin timber from the land, but 
most of the Door inhabitants favor the fishermen 
theory, which seems logical. The public fish boil 
which now abounds is of recent vintage, started 
about 15 or 20 years ago by an enterprising res- 
taurateur in Ellison Bay to serve his tourist trade. 


The idea caught on until today there's a fish 


boil going on every day. Eating the steaming, 
perfectly boiled lake trout or whitefish (with hot 
dripping butter, if desired), fresh boiled whole 
potatoes and onions, thick chunks of buttered 
bread, creamy cole slaw, pickles, olives and other 
finger food relishes has become an accepted 
experience for the visitor. It's as much a part of 
the trip as the scenery with its picture postcard 
beauty, the shops, galleries and art shows. 


This particular fish boil was at Gills Rock, where 


Captains Paul Voight and Jack Karow and their 
families live and operate their multi-faceted 
Shoreline Enterprises. The two men run a charter 
fishing service; they operate the ferry service to 
historic Washington Island (settled by Icelanders): 
and to the smaller, Rock Island beyond, now a 
state park. There also is a bright poster sign on the 
attractive dining-kitchen shelter which reads: 
"Capt'n Paul's Famous Fish Boil . . . every Mon- 
day, Friday and Saturday . . . 4:30 P.M. to 8:00 
P.M." 


This is one of the spots in the county. There's 


only slight variation in menu. At Capt'n Paul's, 
where Uncle Jack is the host, the menu includes 
"freshly caught whitefish, potatoes and onions, 
melted butter, homemade cole slaw (a closely 
guarded recipe that makes it just a bit different 
from the others) Swedish rye bread, pickles, lemon 
slices, steaming hot coffee (or lemonade, if 
preferred), and the inevitable Door County cherry 
dessert. 


At Capt'n Paul's the dessert is homemade 


cherry cobbler with ice cream on top. At all the

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Farmers 
welcome 
new money

WELLINGTON, Kan. (AP) -A record 


Kansas wheat crop coupled with all-time 
high wheat prices have combined to 
bring unexpected prosperity to wheat 
farmers. 
. Sumner County, one of the largest 
producers of hard winter wheat in the 
nation, harvested 15.56 million bushels 
this year for a record average yield of 40 
bushels per acre. 


• After years of selling their wheat for 
around $1.50 a bushel, or less, the 
county's farmers are realizing triple 
that amount. At one point earlier this 
month, wheat prices passed the $5 a 
bushel mark. 


One small farmer, Elmer Headley, 


said he had paid all his bills after harvest 
for the first time in 23 years, and still has 
a third of his wheat left unsold. Others 
report they made more money on the 
first half of their crop this year than they 
did all last year. 


- Robert Iddings said he was able to buy 
a new tractor and equipment for about 
$40,000, items he couldn't have afforded 
at last year's wheat prices. 


Melvin Botkin, a life-long farmer, said 


1973 was the best year he'd ever seen as 
a'farmer. 


~ Farmers all over Sumner County are 
buying expensive equipment, paying off 
loans and building cash reserves for the 
bad wheat year they know will come 
somewhere down the line. 


As John Trower put it, the wheat has 


allowed us to "kind of get caught up." 
Trower used payments for half his 1973 
crop to pay off loans on land and is 
holding the rest until next year. 
"Elevator operators estimated that a 


fourth of the wheat harvested here 
remains to be sold as farmers wait, 
hoping for even higher wheat prices. 


With money to spend and government 


acreage allotments removed, farmers 
are finding a growing shortage of farm 
equipment. 


Dale Wilson, a John Deere dealer, said 


he would need six to eight months to 
deliver new large farm tractors but 
could deliver smaller tractors in two to 
three months. He said many farmers are 
using their money to replace equipment 
tfiey otherwise would have continued to 
use, and very few actually needed new 
equipment this year to get their ground 
prepared. 


The demand for used equipment is up, 


too. So are prices. 


Gary Potter, an Arkansas City auc- 


tioneer, said he sold one tractor last 
week for $8,300 which would have only 
brought $6,000 to $7,000 last spring. He 
said many farmers had driven more 
than 200 miles for the sale, which shows 
"there is a shortage of farm 
machinery." 


One farmer reported he sold his 


equipment, which was seven to nine 
years old, for as much as he paid for it 
new. 


Farm equipment isn't the only area 


where the increased supply of farm cash 
is being felt. O.H. Sanner, vice president 
of the Security State Bank, said more 
farm loans already had been paid off 
than in years past. And the best is yet to 
come. 


"Our big reduction will come the first 


of the year, if they hold out that long," 
he said. 


Hubert Sawyer, vice president of the 


First National Bank, said many farmers 
had sold just enough wheat to pay bank 
notes and were gambling the rest on the 
wheat market. Sawyer said a tremen- 
dous amount of wheat had been sold on 
contract for Jan. 1, 1974, and then 
"there's going to be a ton of money in 
this area compared to last year." 


"I feel they're in i. heck of a good 


position right now," Sawyer said. 


Sumner County had 387,000 acres 


seeded in wheat this year, a 10 per cent 
increase over 1972. 


Merle Frame, Agricultural Stabilizat- 


ion and Conservation Service agent, said 
he estimates another 10 to 15 per cent 
increase in acreage because of the lifting 
of the government allotment limitations.

After a gentle'kneading, the doueh is 
shaped into circles, then cut into wedges 
and topped with a sprinkling of cin- 
namon-sugar. Baked for about 15 to 20 
minutes, the scones may be served 
warm with plenty of butter or honey. 
These also go well in the morning with 
piping hot breakfast coffee. Here is the 
recipe: 


PURPLE PLUM SCONES 


1-1/2 cups prune plums 


2 cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/4 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons sugar 
>/4 cup butter or margarine 
2 eggs 
1/3 cup buttermilk 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 


Pit and dice plums. Sift flour with 


baking powder, baking soda, salt and 
sugar. Cut in butter until mixture is 
crumbly. Fold in diced plums, covering 
thoroughly with flour mixture. Beat 
eggs with buttermilk; add to dry 
ingredients, mixing only enough to 
moisten. Turn out on floured board; 
knead gently about 15 times. Divide 
dough into halves; shape into rounds. 
Pat each round out into a 7-inch circle; 
cut into six wedges. Sprinkle with sugar 
combined with cinnamon. Bake in 


preheated, 375-degree oven for 15 to 20 
minutes. Recipe makes 12 scones.

Fish Boil unique to Door County

other fish boils it's sure to be cherry something- 
or-other in good Door County tradition. It can be 
cherry pie, pudding, tart or cherry betty, 
depending on the prowess of the pastry cook who 
makes it. 


Like any successful backyard barbecue, the fish 


boil takes time. The whole operation starts in the 
afternoon with kindling split, stacked and ready to 
place under the iron kettles. It takes a lot of wood 
to keep the two pots going at Capt'n Paul's. This 
means many trips by wheelbarrow to the wood- 
pile back of the dining shelter. It takes a lot of 
firewood to get the strong fire going, then more 
wood to keep it steady and hot. 


Twenty to 30 gallons of water goes into two 


w.cck kettles, spaced across the cooking yard 
area. The fire has to be a roaring one, designed to 
get that water boiling hot and keeping it gallop- 
ing at a brisk, bubbling pace. Several pounds of 
salt is added to the water —to help the boil along 
more than for flavoring— with the effect of a 
frothy appearance to the water. Perforated, 
well-fitting baskets are used^to hold first the po- 
tatoes, then a second one for the onions. They are 
made to fit inside one another and to allow the 
vegetables to be submerged in the boiling water. 
The fish basket goes into the pot last. More salt is 
added to keep the water bubbling, more wood 
keeps the pot hot. 


The ratio of exact timing at Capt'n Paul's is 8 


minutes for the potatoes (small ones about 2 
inches in diameter) in the scalding, bubbling 
water; then in go the onions in the second basket 
on top of the potato layer for a second 8 minutes; 
the fish chunks cook for the last 8 minutes. This- 
means, of course, that the potatoes have a total 
24 - minute cooking time and the onions 16 
minutes. 


The big moment has arrived. Spectators usually 


have gathered with the fire building and the 
crowd grows by the minute. Those smart to the 
ways of the fish boil get in line while they watch, 
so they will be the first to eat. Before the final, 
dramatic moment, the firebuilder throws a pint 
can of fuel oil on the fire for the "curtain-raiser,"

the overboil. It's said that salt was used in the old 
days, but the flourish of flame caused by the more 
modern 
touch 
is sure, instantaneous 
and 


decidedly emphatic. The overboil has its purpose; 
it causes the water to boil suddenly and force any 
scum or debris to the surface and out of the pot. 
With poles resembling long broomsticks, two men 
lift the finished dinner by sliding the pole through 
the specific handles in the baskets. Resting the 
scalding baskets on a stump for a moment to drain 
off the water, the men then carry the fish boil treat 
to the kitchen counters, where the cooks and 
servers take over —two big pieces of fish, two 
potatoes and one onion per serving.

even more diners happy as one shift of diners 
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follows another. In the meantime, back at the 
ticket office, the line keeps forming and the 
pleased crowd keeps watching for the big moment 
or the overboil. 


There are many who bring the fish boil idea 


home with them, improvising their way into a 
backyard boil. This, of course, takes only 4 to 8 
potatoes instead of the 80 at a time at Capt'n 
Paul's; an equal amount of small, whole, peeled 
onions or 2 to 4 instead of the 40 in the pot at 
Gills Rock; one cup of salt; 2 to 3 pounds fish; lots 
of melted butter and lemon chunks. Note that the 
potatoes may be peeled or unpeeled*, depending 
on which side of that cook's difference of opinion 
you take. We suggest skipping the overboil unless 
the chef is an expert. Test doneness with a fork 
instead and drain in colander under hot water to 
achieve the same idea ... a piping hot fish boil, 
homestyle.

For safety reasons — 
don't store fuel in trunk 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please write 


about Tietze's syndrome of the bone and 
cartilage on the breast bone. — E.R. 


You seem to have a pretty good idea 


of what it is —a tender, painful swelling 
at the juction of the first or second rib 
with the sternum, or breast bone. 


It's an odd name, and apparently not 


much talked about, perhaps because so 
many people don't know what it is, 
except those who have it. It is com- 
moner than you might suppose, though 
and mostly occurs in people in their 20s 
and 30s. 


The pain can be on either the right or 


left side of the chest, but near the 
center. The pain and swelling usually 
subside without treatment, but may last 
for weeks or even months. Steroid 
(cortisone) injections into the joint 
help, however. 


Fact is, the cause of Tietze's 


syndrome is not known. While it is not a 
dangerous ailment, the location of the 
pain is frightening to many patients 
because they fear it is heart disease. 
Which, of course, it isn't. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Recently a 14- 


year-old girl told me she has been 
taking pills prescribed for her dog. She 
has no idea what they do for the dog and 
neither do I, but they are green with 
white specks. 


She is a good friend of mine and I'd 


like to know just how harmful these can 
be to her. Any information would be 
greatly appreciated. 


-O.K. 


I would have no way of guessing 


what the pills are, what they do for the 
dog or what they might do to your 
friend, but at 14 she is old enough to 
know better. 


She should stop fooling with the pills 


and tell her doctor she has been taking 
them. That way, in case there are any 
harmful effects, he will know what to do 
about it. 


they recommend the salt-free diet for 
Weight Watchers? -S.L.S. 


Let's call it low-salt rather than salt- 


free, because we all need a little sodium 
(from salt) for the body to operate. We 
can get enough from the natural foods 
we eat. But when you are on a low-salt 
diet, don't eat foods to which salt has 
been added, whether at the table, in 
cooking or in earlier preparation. 


The low-salt diet has been in use as 


long as I can remember, which is 30- 
some years as a physician and I gather 
that its advantages were in u^e long 
before I came along. 


Why not use a low*salt diet for Weight 


Watchers? Because it can rid the body 
of a certain amount of water weight, but 
does not get rid of any "real weight," or 
tissue. 


A good many quickie reducing diets 


are strict about not using salt, but that 
is because it shows quick results on the 
bathroom scales — by getting rid of 
some of the fluid in your system you 
shed some pounds and you thin to 
yourself, "Gee, this diet works!" 


But there's only so much weight you 


can lose that way. You don't keep on 
losing weight at that same rate. Then 
you say, "Why doesn't this diet work 
any more for me?" 


Anyway, a healthy but overweight 


person doesn't necessarily need to lose 
water. To dry out, that is. But many 
patients with hypertension, heart 
disease and some other ailments have 
too much water in their bodies and need 
to get rid of some.

Q: We noticed yellow edgelines along 


the median side of a two-lane divided 
highway recently, and have wondered ii 
this is a new highway painting policy. It 
is our impression that solid yellow lines 
were reserved for no passing areas on 
the highway. Please explain. 


A. The use of yeliov. paint for high- 


way centerlines has now been expanded 
to include edgelines along the median 
side of divided highways, such as the 
Interstate system, in accordance with 
federal policy. 


The division of highways implement- 


ed the changeover to yellow edgelines 
on the left side of one-way roadways in 
keeping with the color coding begun a 
year ago by painting centerlines yellow. 
They are intended to remind motorists 
to keep to the right of yellow lines. 


Edgelines on two-way, undivided 


roadways will remain white. This new 
highway marking system conforms 
with 
uniform 
marking standards 


approved by the federal government for 
all states. 


Q: My husband is thinking of taking 


extra supplies of gasoline on our vaca- 
tion trip by storing containers in the car 
trunk. His reason concerns the pos- 
sibility of getting caught short because 
of a fuel shortage. I recall a newspaper 
article stating the danger of this prac- 
tice and would appreciate it if you 
would comment. Besides the potential 
hazard, I'm supposed to plan the 
packing for the trip with use of only half 
our trunk space. 


A: We suggest you use the available 


trunk space for luggage and other items 
necessary for your vacation, and not for 
storing gasoline. 


During summer months, tempera- 


tures in the trunk of a car can reach 200 
degrees. Unventilateo»gasoline will ex- 
pand as it becomes heated, making the 
container of gas a highly explosive 
"bomb." Also, ventilated gas cans 


release toxic fumes into the trunk of a 
car, making the entire rear section 
susceptible to explosion if a spark, 
lighted match or a collision should 
chance to ignite the gasoline. 


To be safe, motorists who choose to 


carry reserve gas supplies in car trunks 
should only carry a small amount, 
enough to get to a service station in the 
event they run out of gas (even though 
such an emergency would usually in- 
dicate extreme carelessness on the part 
of the driver, who should always be 
aware of his vehicle's fuel supply). 


If a motorist elects to carry gas, he 


should not fill the container to the top, 
but leave room for heat expansion. He 
should make requent stops at rest 
areas, raise the trunk lid to let gas fumes 
escape and air out the trunk, loosen the 
gas cap to relieve fumes built up in the 
container, keep the entire vehicle ven- 
tilated and shouldn't smoke near the 
gas cans or vehicle trunks. 


Our advice is to plan your trip 


• arefully, 
including 
a 
general 


«nowledge of how much gasoline you'll 
use and approximately where you'll 
stop to refuel. If you're heading into an 
area that has experienced gas shor- 
tages, insure that the fuel gauge on your 
car never goes too low, below the 
quarter full mark for instance. It 
might mean a little more planning or 
stopping for gas more frequently, but it 
is undoubtedly a far safer policy than 
storing gasoline in the trunk of your 
car.

Budget limit 
to be appealed 
by Little Chute 


LITTLE CHUTE -The village school 


board decided Tuesday night to appeal a 
state ruling which placed a $975,700 
limit on the school budget. The appeal 
must succeed, the board was told, or 
some $50,000 in programs, personnel,, 
and/or maintenance must be trimmed. 


According to Supt. of Schools Mark 


Stone, the board "needs the permission 
of the state to exceed budget limitations 
which it has set." That limitation is not 
to be exceeded unless an increase in 
enrollment causes expenses to exceed 
anticipated aid. 


This is exactly what has happened in 


the public school system, with the clos- 
ing of St. Jphn High School. An estimat- 
ed 250 additional students will enter the 
public system, and another school, the 
"middle" school, has to be maintained. 
This will be the main argument of the 
board in its appeal to the state. 


The school budget was originally over 


the state-set 
amount 
by almosi 


$115,000, but "every possible effort to 
get the total under" had to be made, 
according to Stone. "We could cut the 
operation and lease of the middle school 
(the former St. John High School) but 
that is totally unrealistic," Stone said. 


Most of the cuts came in tne person- 


nel department, with many full-time 
teachers being cut to part-time. About 
$20,000 was saved with that move. 


If the state superintendent does not 


approve the new budget, Stone said, he 
does not know "where the cuts will be. 
Most of them will have to come where 
services are not already contracted." 


Although a lease for the middle school 


building has not been signed and no 
recent progress has been reported on 
that signing, the public school has been 
given permission by St. John Parish to 


include the estimated $70,000 lease and 
maintenance cost in the budget. 


In other board action, an open noon 


hour, allowing students to leave the 
school premises for lunch, will be 
enacted for the first semester in the 
high school. This schedule is distin- 
guished from operating the noon hour 
as a regular class hour, during which 
students must remain in the building. 
The middle and elementary schools will 
also incorporate the open hour. 


Remodeling progress was reported in 


both the secondary and middle schools. 
Crest International maintenance ser- 
vice of Green Bay was on hand to bid on 
services on the basis of a survey of the 
middle school. This bid and others will 
be considered. Repairs have been made 
in the middle school, and the board 
decided to replace the lock system there 
at a cost of $5 per lock, involving 44 
locks. The permission of Rev. Norbert 
VandeLoo, pastor of St. John's, must be 
secured before the go-ahead, however. 


In the public high school, additional 


lockers have been installed to meet the 
requirements of some 250 new stu- 
dents.

It was announced that the Central

negotiated contract terms. The contract 
finally was signed June 7.

Bartholomew & Associates, Inc., who 
prepared the city's last comprehensive 
plan in 1965. 


Major ingredients in the plan include 


preparation of base maps, budgeted at 
$900; economic base study, $4,200; 
population analysis, $2,740; study of 
existing land use, $750; a $3,060 trans- 
portation system study; $7,800 housing 
survey; and the $10,050 central business 
district study. 


Hetu said today the downtown study is 


scheduled to get under way after normal 
shopping activity resumes after Labor 
Day. In line with statements made at a 
recent City Council meeting, Hetu said 
he hopes by year's end to have a 
preliminary report from the consultants 
on both the downtown area and adjoining 
Lawrence University campus area. 


The city's downtown planning is to be 


coordinated with a master development 
plan prepared for the university by its 
own consultants. 


"That's out prime target — the in- 


terrelationship between owntown and 
Lawrence University," Hetu said. Plans 
for 
College Avenue reconstruction 


through the campus next year have been 
postponed until the planning report is 
available, by council decision last week. 


Hetu said plans call for hiring a team of 


four university students to interview 
shoppers, count traffic, study parking 
space turnover and perform other forms 
of legwork in the downtown study. 


The planner and Finance Director 


Reynold Running were in Milwaukee 
Monday meeting with officials in the 
state off jro of 'h° fpdera! Dc"art~cr.t "f 
Housing and Urban Development, which 
administers the federal grant of $30,000 
toward the project cost. 


Their main purpose was to work out 


details of an accounting procedure that 
will satisfy federal officials as the city 
submits claims for expenses as they oc- 
cur. 


A major element in the program is a 


new federal program subsidizing efforts 
to involve administrative officials more 
fully in planning efforts. Of the $30,000 
total grant, $10,334 applies to what is 
entitled "community liaison and coor- 
dination." 


The funds are being used to pay part of 


the $15,500 salary of Mayor James 
Sutherland's administrative aide, David 
Wendtland, whose activities have 
included various programs involving ci- 
tizens in government decision-making. 
A series of citizen committee studies 
have occupied part of Wendtland's time. 


The consultants' fee accounts for 


another $25,870 of the total cost, and ac- 
tivities by Hetu's office and other city 
personnel account for another $3,630 in 
costs.

the plan will focus on land use, building 
conditions, parking facilities, vehicle

traffic circulation,

Second and third year segments of the 


business district study will consist of 
refining the existing central area plan, 
preparing detailed plans for elimination 
and rehabilitation of structures, for core 
improvement.

He added that a decision also must 
be made on whether to buy time from a 
company or to lease the equipment.

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Hard look at food shortages 


The current high cost of food and its relation to the huge 


wheat sale to the SovietUnion last summer have made 
Americans suddenly aware of food shortages. It may be 
worse than we realize. 


James Grant, president of the Overseas Development 


Council, says flatly that "by 1980 at the latest, the developed 
world will be consuming virtually all the food it can 
produce. There will be little left for the poorer countries." 


In the United States we have seen such a dramatic rise in 


food production and in the drop in the number of man hours 
required to feed the nation and export a lot besides that it is 
difficult to understand that our future problems won't be of

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law by President Nixon this month is a program aimed at 
increasing food production rather than preserving farmers 
as quaint remnants of an earlier era. 


But Grant points out that "the agricultural resources - 


land, water, fertilizer —required to support an average North 
American are nearly five times those of the average Indian, 
Nigerian, or Colombian." This is partly because we don't 
consume the grain we raise directly. In Asia, Africa a|frj 
Latin America, each person consumes about a pound of 
grain a day in the form of rice, bread or other grain-made 
items. But in the developed countries, the grain is fed to 
livestock or fowl and our consumption is largely indirectly 
in the form of meat or dairy products. To this end we each 
use up almost a ton a year. We are better nourished —often 
too much so —but at a tremendous cost in supplies. 


"No nation appears to have reached a level of affluence 


where its per capita grain requirements have stopped 
rising," Grant says. The appetite expands constantly and 
only poverty keeps it down. Our not buying beef at present 
in a way is a boon to the world's poor in that grain is not 
being used as feed. However, this is a small percentage on 
the world market. 


Since the underdeveloped countries are the ones with high 


birth rates, it begins to look as if the old means of reducing 
populations — war or famine — are still very much in the 
picture. Certainly all reasonable ways of increasing food 
production in this country should be encouraged, not only to 
keep the price at the supermarket down but to keep people 
alive.

Lucey wants 'balanced' transportation 


MADISON - Gov. Patrick Lucey has shown 


that he is uncomfortable about the highway 
funding issue that confronts his administration, 
but his position is probably not as equivocal as 
some of the group interests may have concluded 
on the basis of episodic reports. 


On the face of it, his veto of a new highway 


construction bonding issue and a replenishment 
of the long bridge fund through another veto 
recently appeared to show an anti-highway 
position. 


But it is sometimes forgotten that he has 


always accompanied such objections with the 
counsel to highway user interests that they must 
face up to tb? r?a!!t!6? of ths timss This mcar" 
among other things that he does not believe it 
prudent to permit the state to borrow money for 
such purposes in a high cost money market and 
when it is better able to pay on a current basis 
through taxation than at any time in memory. 


Has other objectives 


But Lucey has other objectives in mind. He 


has resolved that his administration won't 
collaborate in a replenishment of the Highway 
Department's revenues for the narrow purpose 
of road building, bridge replacement and other 
traditional objectives of the highway taxation 
budget. 


He repudiates the idea that the highway tax 


dollar as it has been regarded over the years 


must be forever dedicated to what he regards as 
the excessively narrow purpose of improvement 
of roads for the motor vehicle. He wants a 
"transportation program," and a "transporta- 
tion fund," and a "transportation department." 


Thus will be provided the foundation for 


"balanced 
transportation" 
in 
the new 


vocabulary of the times, with a regard for 
railroads, urban transit, intercity motor buses, 
aviation, trucking, and the private automobile 
;as elements of the whole, rather than compart- 
: mentalized special interest groups. 


Considered literally, the proposition is per- 


suasive. Yet the state 'has a modest aviation 
GiiCrt, and its revenues have not reiaieti 10 
highway finance but to special and categorical 
receipts including federal airport aids. 


What the state can do to restore railroad 


passenger service nobody has attempted to 
explain. Fundamentally, the governor is hold- 
ing out for a "desegregation" of the earmarked 
revenues from motor vehicle taxation, for the 
financial nourishment of the collapsing urban 
transit systems — or bus lines as most people 
call them. 


Support for city buses that will obviously 


collapse without public subsidy is the key to his 
position. But it is quite clear that the resident of 
Blackberry Lake or Maple Grove, and most of 
the other rural and quasirural residents of the 
state won't take kindly to the idea of paying 


through the gasoline tanks for the succor of bus 
riders in Madison, Milwaukee, Janesville, 
Green Bay, LaCrosse, or whatever. Thus the 
governor offers a trade, without quite ar- 
ticulating it. He will support a new revenue 
program, on his conditions. 


Probably will get it 


Chances are fair to good that he will get it. 


The groups that have traditionally represented 
the road improvement interest are sophisticat- 
ed. Some of the resistance of private auto 
owners is based on an incomplete understand- 
ing of the historic basis of road improvements, 
through the efforts of the American Automobile 
Association among others. They never support- 
ed road budgets entirely. The general taxpayer, 
and notably the property taxpayer has always 
paid heavily too, and continues to do so today. 


There is another reason why the governor has 


seemed to invite others to take the initiative, as 
in his repeated challenge to them to face the 
facts. He is saying that he won't object to a new 
revenue levy on highway users if his terms are 
accepted. But he appears to be chary about 
initiating a new "tax." The "no" new tax 
theme" of his early months this year may be 
remembered. He consistently employs the 
euphemism "user fees." 


In the end, it is reasonable to speculate, a 


bargain acceptable to him and the road 
interests will be struck. 


Tuition and the UW system 


For the first time the University of Wisconsin system will 


apply a graduated scale of tuition fees for enrolling students 
when they register for fall semester studies next month. The 
schedule on the whole is also calculated to produce a greater 
yield of revenue, but that adjustment we must assume was 
expected in a time of rising prices for all goods and 
services. Historically the University of Wisconsin attempted 
to extract from student fees and tuition a consistent ratio of 
income related to its total expenditures. The ratio has been 
between 20 and 25 per cent of total costs. 


That policy has not been altered, as far as we have been 


able to discern, although discussion on the point was 
unfortunately sparse at public hearings. 


What is novel about the tuition arrangement is that the 


schedule extends preferential treatment, as it may be 
regarded, to freshmen and sophomores, and charges 
proportionately more for juniors and seniors and, of course, 
graduate students who are aware that their studies are far 
more costly to accommodate. 


Although there has also been some flattening of the 


differences in fee and tuition charges by campus, 
differences remain, perhaps in deference to historic prac- 
tice, perhaps because the student at Madison is thought to 
have more opportunities and a more pleasant life on the whole 
than those on other campuses, the merits of merger of the 
formerly separate university systems notwithstanding. 


The selective charging in favor of the younger students on 


every campus is the novel, and perhaps not yet understood, 
fact for parents and students preparing for the new terms. 
The graduation of such charges can be defended. Instruction 


, of freshmen and sophomores is considerably less costly than 


for juniors and seniors, and surely far below that of 
graduate students. The dropout rates of first and second 
year boys and girls have been considerably higher, which 
means that they have been paying some of the costs of 
benefits to survivors on the campuses. 


The merit of the higher fee schedule in the UW system, 


the progressivity innovation aside, has also come under 
attack. The head of the University of Wisconsin Student 
Association (Madison campus) has angrily attacked the 
University administration for acting without consultation 
with students. Young Mr. Resnink ought to be more atten- 
tive to the implied duties of his office. 


The UW administration did not make this decision. It 


could not have done so if it desired. The command was in the 
new state budget act, presumably embracing the views of 
Gov. 
Lucey as well as a majority of legislators, since he did 


not choose to use his partial veto power. The recommenda- 
tion of the UW administration to the board of regents, and 
the regents' formal order for the revision, were the merest 
formalities and unavoidable.

Sydney J. Horns 
What's held back 
rotary engine? 


Black stake in Women's Lib 


Black women generally have scorned the cause of 


women's lib. The overwhelming majority of ardent women's 
rights enthusiasts are white women and usually in the upper 
middle class. One black woman, Almena Lomax writing in 
Jet magazine, commented "so they want to get out of their 
kitchens. We want to get out of their kitchens, too!" 


But columnist Carl Rowan points' out that black women 


actually have a greater stake in equal rights for women, 
particularly in job opportunities and equal pay, than do 
American white women. 


Women head only 9.6 per cent of white households. But 


34.6 per cent of black homes are headed by women. Their 
median income is only $3,645 a year as compared with $6,864 
for all-black families —and $11,549 for all-white families. 


Rowan infers that the percentage isnl1 going to drop. It 


isn't just the usual white claims that the black man runs out 
on his family or that black women just don't bother to get 
married. Dr. Jacquelyne Jackson of Duke University 
Medical Center cites the statistics. In 1920 there were 99.2 
black men for every 100 black women. The number has 
dropped to 90.8. It's even more startling at some ages. There 
are only 84.3 black men for every 100 black women in the 
25-34 age group and 82.9 in the 35-44 group. Black men, like 
white men, die younger than women. 


Obviously black women have a tremendous stake in equal 


rights according to both race and sex. They've been at the 
bottom of the ladder on two counts. 


Spurred by my children, who-Jike 


most children today-are ecology nuts, I 
bought a new car this spring with a 
rotary engine, simply on the basis of its 
low pollution factor. I knew little about 
it until, a month or so later, the 
magazine "Traffic Safety," published 
by the National Safety Council, came 
out with an analysis of "The Rotary 
Revolution." 


It seems that Felix Wankel, a young 


German book-seller who had never been 
to college, began tinkering with a rotary 
valve for motorcycles in the 1920s. Some 
German car makers were interested, 
and hired him, but nothing much came 
of it until Tights to the rotary engine 
patents were granted to a small 
Japanese company. 


It turns out that the rotary not only is 


a low pollutant (for one thing, the 
combustion-chamber burns several 
hundred degrees cooler than a conven- 
tional engine, and it is high-engine 
temperatures that develop the most 
difficult pollutant to eliminate), but 
also that the car is immensely more 
quiet and produces less vibration than a 
piston engine. 


You also get, as a bonus, incredible 


acceleration with a rotary; it picks up 
power as speed increases, and can pass 
almost anything but a Ferrari on the 
road. Actually, there are two engines 
with two rotors and two combustion 
chambers— but the whole mechanism 
has only three moving parts and takes 
up less than half the space of a piston 
engine.

There turns out to be another plus I 


wasn't aware of. According to an expert 
interviewed by "Automotive Engineer- 
ing" magazine, the smaller-size rotary 
engine "may provide better passenger 
protection in the event of a collision." 


This is explained by the fact that "the 


rugged piston-engine block allows little 
crushing of the front structure; it ac- 
tually tends to prevent the structure 
from absorbing the energy of impact in 
a collision." Being smaller and lighter, 
the rotary's front end is not as rigid 
"and becomes a better collapsible 
cushion in a crash."

auto makers come out with this engine? 
And a large part of the answer is that 
we are as much the slaves as the 
masters of our giant technology. When 
you have billions invested in a tradi- 
tional engine, it not only takes an enor- 
mous economic wrench to retool for an 
engineering revolution, but it also can- 
not be done in less than a few years. 
And the bigger you are, the slower you 
move. 


The relatively obscure Japanese 


company had little to lose in making 
this innovation; and the more you have 
to lose, the less willing you are to make 
fundamental changes. Perhaps the best 
argument 
for 
protecting 
small, 


independent companies from being 
gobbled up by conglomerates is that 
only they can afford to defy conven- 
tional wisdom which is fast growing 
obsolete, and prove that what "can't be 
done" can be done if you are hungry 
enough to try it.

The President wants Watergate to go 


away so he can get on with "matters of 
far greater importance." Like, for in-« 
stance, what? 


The fact is that the world and the 


country are enjoying a period of relative 
calm. Mo business before the American 
people is anywhere near as important 
as 
achieving 
honest government— 


which is what Watergate is all about. 


Consider, 
for 
example, 
the 


President's 
favorite 
crisis area, 


Southeast Asia. This country has 
dropped millions of tons of bombs there 
and sent billions in treasure. Thousands 
of people have been killed and a beau- 
tiful countryside destroyed. Still there 
is neither victory nor peace. 


Now the Congress has imposed upon 


the President a stop to all American 
military activity in Indochina. The local 
parties to the conflict are going to 
negotiate some kind of arrangement. 
Whatever the upshot, it cannot hurt the 
United States, for even if the Com- 
munists take over they will be divided 
among adherents of Hanoi, Peking and 
Moscow. 


Keep hands off Asia 


So the best thing this country can do 


is to keep hands off, not to plunge in as 
Mr. Nixon would like. It is far better, in 
other words, to be stuck in Watergate 
than in Southeast Asia. 


The President and some of his ad- 


visers believe that American military 
action in Southeast Asia is necessary to 
enforce the Sino-Soviet split, which 
operates so much to this country's ad- 
vantage. Unless the U.S. shows a 
• willingness to stay the course in areas 
of Sino-Soviet tension, the Chinese will 
knuckle under. 


But that is narcissistic nonsense. The 


Sino-Soviet rift was born and nurtured 
by the internal dynamics of the regimes 
in Peking and Moscow. Nothing proves 
it better than the postponement of the 
mission to Peking which Henry Kis- 
singer had scheduled for early this 
month. 


The visit was not cancelled, as some 


claim, because the Chinese lost interest 
after the end of the American bombing 
in Cambodia. It was cancelled because 
the Chinese are in the midst of a major 
leadership huddle-a plenum of the 
central committee now and a people's 
congress in the next few weeks. What 
counts, in other words, is not what 
Washington does in Cambodia but what 
the Chinese leaders do in Peking. 


The same principle applies to Dr. 


Kissinger's famous plea for a new 
partnership 
with Japan, and the 


European allies. Far better coordina- 
tion in such matters as defense, trade 
and energy does indeed need to be 
worked out. 


But these matters have to be handled 


step by step on a technical basis in 
existing forums. So long as some 
momentum is maintained, it matters 
hardly at all whether agreement is 
reached this year or next or the year 
after. As to a summit meeting, it would 
merely serve as theater. 


Nixon too cocky 


On the domestic side, to be sure, 


there is one very serious problem. 
Runaway inflation could topple the 
present boom into a recession. But the 
problem there is a President so cocky 
that he imposes his personal ideology on 
the fight to hold down prices. The fight 
will go better if a weaker Nixon 
compromises with the opposition and 
begins to adopt some of the Democrats' 
ideas for an incomes policy. 


Moreover, the economic picture is not 


that bad. The dollar is coming back 
fast. The latest balance of payments 
figures show that devaluation has 
promoted American exports in a big 
way. It could well be that, far from 
heading to recession, the American 
economy is on the verge of something 
quite new in our history-en extended 
boom fueled by exports. 


Set against that background, Water- 


gate is by far the most portentous event 
now going. It has to do with the nature 
of the modern presidency and the rela- 
tions between the executive and the 
other branches of government. It in- 
volves building trust between the 
President and the people. It concerns 


honest government which is the basis of. 
legitimacy in this country. 


So to talk of moving from Watergate 


to more important problems is to stand 
the world on its head. The true danger i's, 
that the problem of honest government- 
will not receive the careful attention it 
deserves from a country obsessed by) 
the myth of world leadership and mired; 
in the illusion of presidential power.

Study asked of 'fill' park 


NEENAH -The streets and public 


works committee has decided it needs a 
lot more information before it can 
recommend a development plan for the 
Bergstrom fill area. 


With about two years to go before the 


area is filled to grade, the Bergstrom 
Paper Co., has offered to pay for a 
landscape architect to draft a plan on 
what to do with the 30 acres of land 
created by dumping the wastes from the 
company's recyclin process. 


Although the committee accepted the 


offer for the architect, members made 
it clear that the company's financial 
responsibility would not end by paying 
the fees of Shattuck and Siewert, the 
firm hired by the company tow rok with 
the city. 


I William Miller, park and recreation 
superintendent, 
calling the area 


"highly desireable" as a park, sug- 
gested that it could be developed for 
ball diamonds and perhaps "small 
carnival-type rides." He also lauded the 
Bergstrom offer for "providing the 
expertise that.we do not have and could 
use." 


However, before the area can be 


developed into a park — the only use 
which was authorized by the state 
legislative action in 1951 —there's going 
to have to be experimental planting plot 
to see what the clay base fill will sup- 
port. 


Wayne Bryan, public works director, 


also pointed out that the city will have to 
find a way to' empty a 60-inch storm 
sewer which now drains into an open 


ditch in the fill area. 


Aid. Robert Troyer listed that solving 


the drainage problem should be the 
financial responsibility of Bergstrom's 
and not the city. 


"Without the storm line, the landfill 


operation would have to be stopped now 
and I don't think the city should have to 
pay for the $70,000 storm sewer," he 
said. "It should be a cost of continuing 
the filling operation." 


The company has asked for a two-year 


extension so the $130,000 yards of fill 
qhich is needed to complete the project 
can be taken froom its waste water 
treatment plant. If that can't be done, 
then other much more expensive fill 
will have to be brought in. 


One of the major problems is that the 


20-year-old agreement, drafted after the 
legislature authorized filling in the 
south end of Little Lake Butte des 
Morts, was "very, very loose" and 
didn't outline who would pay for what 
when the time came for developing it 
into a park. 


Responding to Troyer's insistance 


that it should be Bergstrom's cost, Aid.

Summer school 
eyed in Neenah 


NEENAH — Reinstatement of the 


summer school program in 1974 at a 
cost of $25,000 has been eyed by the 
school officials. That and other items 
which will hike the 1974 instruction 
account of the budget, were reviewed by 
the school board Tuesday in the second 
review of the first draft of the 1974 
budget. 


The last summer school program in 


Neenah was held in 1970. And the last 
full-fledged program, offering both 
enrichment and remedial classes, was 
held in 1969. According to Supt. Donald 
Scott, that program serviced over 1,600 
students at a cost of about $20,000. With 
inflationary factors, Scott said $25,000 
for a program next summer, was a 
minimum. 


Curriculum Director Oscar Mussman 


presented the rational for reinstatement 
of summer school to the board's 
committee-of-the-whole. 
Mussman 


pointed out that summer school was 
eliminated because of the squeeze of the 
1971 budget, "not because of any dissa- 
tisfaction with the program." 


Mussman also referred to the suc- 


cessful independent summer program 
sponsored by Elementary Program, 
Inc., in his report. He suggested that 
the district "utilize these resources as 
appropriate, but provide more substan- 
tial support from the district funds to 
enable more programs and more 
complete programs to be offered." 


In addition to reinstatement of 


summer school, also included in the 
first draft of the 1974 budget is an 
increase of 7'^ teachers at the secon- 
dary level in September of 1974. Bud- 
geted cost of new teachers would be 
$25,000 
for 
September 
through 


December of 1974. 


Mussman told the board that the 


projected 
secondary 
enrollment 


increase for September, 1974, is 151 
students. The staff would have to be 
increased by 7y2 teachers to maintain 
the 20-to-one teacher student ratio. One 
of the additional teachers would also be 
used for the educable mentally retarded 
(EMR) in the high school. That salary 
would be 70 per cent reimbursable 
through state funds. 


Even though elementary enrollment 


is projected to go down by 72 students at 
the same time, Mussman did not 
recommend movjng elementary staff to 
the secondary level. He pointed out that 
programs which need enhancement at 
the elementary level, such as guidance 
and reading services, could be picked 
up when elementary enrollment is 
decreased. 


Mussman also proposed less costly 


alternatives, such as moving an 
elementary staff position to the secon- 
dary level or eliminating the EMR 
teacher. He said, however, that he was 
recommending only his first proposal 
since "it supports the type of program 
which has made Neenah a leader." He 
added that "the other proposals are 
compromises. The only realistic one is 
the first one." 


Administrators also recommended to 
the board that the research account be 
upped $10,000, from $30,000 in the 1973 
budget to $40,000 in 1974. 


In the 1973 package, research was at 


the $40,000 mark. However, spending 
restrictions forced the figure down. 
Mussman stated that a substantial 
budget for research was requested in 
light of the need for "extensive teacher 
involvement in the study and develop- 
ment of curriculum." The alternative, 
he noted, would be fewer changes in the 
school's learning programs. 


Monies in the research budget are 


used primarily to pay teachers for 
curriculum writing projects conducted 
in the summer months. 


Mussman has also requested the hir- 


ing of two aides to assist in the alterna- 
tive Learning Program in 1974 and two 
half-time aides, one at Horace Mann 
and one at Shattuck. 


Aides for the alternative program, 


according to Mussman, are needed to 
attain the program's objective of 
providing individual help for all 
students. Salary of the two aides would 
be 70 per cent reimbursable from state 
funds. 


Finally, Mussman elaborated on the 


request 
of $1,500 to 
compensate 


teachers who supervise intern teachers. 
This item was the only which brought 
substantial discussion from the board. 
Board President Neal Perry suggested 
the district may have too many super- 
visors, though he emphasized that he 
was not against utilization of interns. 
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the committee also authorized up to 
$500 for experimenting with what will 
grow ijnthe landfill area.

Up 
to $100,000 more will have to be provid- 
ed for in city services included in the 
1974 budget. 


The effort to remove a question on the 


consolidation referendum —one asking 
if residents would favor selling the 
electric utility "prior to" or "after" 
consolidation, was led by Third Ward 
Aid. Joseph VanLieshout. 


When it was proposed, however, it 


was followed by a wave of other 
proposed changes in the referendum 
questions on the utility. All of those 
were defeated. 


VanLieshout's move, on the other 


hand, was carried with a 10-1 vote. Only 
Sixth Ward Aid. Robert LaCount, who

VanLieshout, who voted along with 


other aldermen on Aug. 7 to hold the

devised a tax concession as a means to 
rescue them from possible extinction 
under competition from large brewing 
corporations. 


Sponsored by members of both houses, 


the measure would authorize a tax 
reduction of $50,000 a year for those 
companies producting less than 300,000 
barrels of beer. 


The legislature two years ago boosted 


the tax on beer to $2 a barrel, the first 
raise announced since the repeal of 
Prohibition 40 years ago. 


The sponsors of the tax reduction 


measure prefaced it with a statement of 
purpose, explaining that "a substantial 
but ever declining number of small 
brewers struggle to remain active in this 
state despite economies of scale enjoyed 
by major brewers which make it vir- 
tually impossible for small brewers to 
compete on an even footing."

Student loans hit 
by 'tight' money 


You, the student headed in a few 


weeks for college or vocational school or 
nursing school or some other type of 
post-secondary school, well may be 
among the tens of thousands now being 
turned down flat by banks and other 
lenders for low-interest 
federally 


guaranteed student loans. 


If your family is in the $10,000-$15,000 


income bracket-the group for which 
this program was originally designed to 
help you finance your education-it's 
quite possible you've been saueezed out 
of the program altogether because 
you're not "poor" enough. 


Number of banks decreases 


The number of bank loans made 


under this program plunged 41 per cent 
in the March through June span in 
comparison with these four months in 
1972. Total loan funds slumped a full 37 
per cent in this period. And instead of 
the usual lending spurt during July 
loan volume last month ran 25 per cent 
below July 72. 


What's going on? This: 
The Federal Reserve System's brutal 


squeeze on credit has sent interest rates 
skyrocketing to historic peaks-and the 
current 8 3/4 per cent interest ceiling on 
these loans set by the federal govern- 
ment (.which includes a 1 3/4 per cent 
"special allowance" to banks as an

below the rates banks can get on other, 
much more desirable loans. The prime 
rate-the rate charged to the nation's 
top-ranking borrowers-is now at 9 1/4 
per cent. On this basis alone, student 
loans are unattractive. 


Congress last year made some little 


publicized changes in the guaranteed 
loan program rules. Briefly, a new 
"means test" was added, under which 
only students from families with the 
greatest need are supposed to qualify 
for subsidized low ro<=f loans. Students 
from families in the $10.00o"$15"ooo 
range do not automatically qualify for 
the interest subsidies as they have in 
the past. 


Banks no longer control 


Instead of the lender deciding who 


qualifies for a loan, it's the college 
financial aid officer who is responsible 
for applying the needs test and then 
recommending 
to the lender 
an 


appropriate amount of a subsidized 
loan. The lender can still change the 
amount of the loan-but almost always 
the adjustment has been downward, in 
large urban areas particularly. 


In effect, the family income ceiling 


has in most areas been slashed from the 
former $15,000 (and in some cases even 
higher) to about $10,000. Result: the 
number of students qualifying for the 
loans also has plummeted-50, 75 per 
cent or more in some states. 


To make it even worse, on top of the 


new means test, sheafs of additional 
paperwork for applicants to complete 
have been added to the single, simple 
form previously required. As a result, 
the average time it now takes banks to 
process a student loan is an astounding 
14 to 16 weeks. 


Theoretically, under the new rules a 


family not "poor" enough to qualify for 
guaranteed loans may get a 7 per cent 
loan anyway-if the student and/or the 
student's family will pay the 
full 


interest on the loan. But banks are 
understandably shunning these loans as 
well. 


Council head calls it 'crisis' 


The program is, in the words of 


Donald Payton, president of the Na- 
tional Council of Higher Education Loan 
programs, which represents state-run 
college loan programs, in a state of 
"crisis." (In a majority of states, the 
loan funds actually are guaranteed by 
the states and are reinsured by the 
federal government.) 


To combat the crisis, the U.S. Office 


of Education has been urging all par- 
ticipating educational institutions to 
loosen up their interpretation of a 
student's "need" and to reduce the 
amount of the family's expected con- 
tribution toward college costs. But this 
loosening up will be coming after 
thousands of students already have been 
turned down for loans and other forms 
of assistance. 


Banks are being urged too to be more 


liberal with loan funds. But in this 
period of tight money, banks cannot be 
reasonably expected to ease up on 
student loans. And although the Student 
Loan Marketing Assn. — "Sallie Mae," 
a new federal agency -will soon raise 
$100,000,000 via a major stock issue to 
buy student loans from the banks and 
thereby pump additional student loan 
funds into the banks, this won't help 
much against today's background. 


Rarely has the squeeze on the student 


from the middle-income family been 
more severe.

even to visiting Americans with their 
own problems of high priced beef and 
shortages. 


There are no food shortages in Sweden 


except as they are dictated by a 
household's budget. A pound of filet 
mignon costs from $7 to $9, ground beef 
about $2.50 and pork chops around $3 a 
pound. So it's no wonder that pea soup 
baloney sausage, blood pudding and 
potatoes with herring have become 
Sweden's national dishes. 


With American bourbon priced at $17 


a fifth, scotch at $14 and gin at $13, many 
a Swede simply can't afford spirits Sale 
of spirits and wines is a state monopoly 
and the national policy is to wean the 
Swede away from hard drinking to the 
wines which are not so highly taxed. 


But perhaps the most significant 


difierence of all between jfoe .American 
and Swedish way of life is that Sweden 
above all is a thoroughly socialized 
country -perhaps the most advanced in 
this respect in the world. And that means 
nigh taxes. Finance Minister Gunnar 
Straeng has boasted that Sweden leads 
the international league in taxes. 


The average male industrial worker 


earns an annual gross income of between 
$6,750 and $7,500. But his take-home pay 
is much lower. A married couple with an 
annual 1972 income of $6,000 would have 
to pay out around 30 per cent in direct 
taxes and on an income double that 
around 46 per cent. Another 17 per cent 
goes in indirect taxes on all consumer 
goods including food. 


But the Swede, of course, gets back 


pan of the tax in the course of his life 
through the state's elaborate welfare 
scheme — a basic pension, health in- 
surance, child allowances, housing 
grants and educational subsidies.

The last official casualty count was 137 


killed and 2SO wounded, and the 
American payments to the survivors are 
expected to total between $65,000 and 
$90,000. 


The agreement signed by Swank and 


Foreign Minister Long Boret calls for 
$400,000 from the United States to 
rebuild the hospital in the town 32 miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh and $700,000 
worth of hospital equipment. The 
equipment arrived last week. 


Swank said an American hospital ex- 


pert will help restore the hospital and the 
United States is providing an ambulance 
'hat can double as a mobile clinic. 


"In war one learns to suffer, but it is 


especially disheartening to receive 
death and destruction from your 
friends," the ambassador said. 


"On Aug. 6, Neak Luong suffered 


greviously at American hands. Over 400 
were killed or injured and a large frac- 
tion of the town was destroyed due to 
American bombing. We desire to com- 
pensate, insofar as possible, the sur- 
vivors of the tragedy and, in particular, 


to restore the much-used town hospital." 


Meanwhile, the commander of the 


Cambodian army at a news conference 
thanked the United States for the sup- 
port its bombers gave his troops. 


"We will never forget our American 


friends," Maj. Gen. Sosthene'Fernandez 
said. "They helped us with the bombing, 
especially B52s." 


He said American bombing shortly 


before the Aug. 15 cutoff helped his 
troops defeat an attack on Phnom Penh 
from six different directions by. 30,000 
Khmer Rouge insurgents. 
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Debate on tapes 
goes to court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Watergate 


special prosecutor Archibald Cox ar- 
gued today that President Nixon's "duty 
to produce evidence is a firm legal duty 
and involves no judgment on his part." 


Cox and Charles Alan W r i g h t , 


representing the President! debated the 
case involving tapes of presidential 
conversations in a packed courtroom 
before U.S. District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


Wright contended that if Sirica or- 


dered Nixon to surrender the White 
House tapes he would set a precedent 
that would not be confined to the Wat- 
ergate case. 


Any of the 400 district court judges in 


the country, under such a ruling, could 
demand presidential documents sub- 
poenaed by parties in a criminal case, 
Wright argued. 


On the other hand Cox contended that 


if the President is allowed to withhold 
the tapes any department head in the 
executive branch could do the same 
thing. 


It was the first courtroom oral ar- 


gument on a constitutional confrontation 
likely to go to the Supreme Court. Both 
sides have set out their positions in 
lengthy briefs submitted to Sirica in 
recent weeks since Cox went to court 
seeking tapes the President has refused 
to turn over to him or to the Senate 
Watergate committee. 


Near the close of his argument, Cox 


told Sirica he wished to inject a personal 
note: 


"No man would feel greater relief than 


I would if the recordings were to prove 
the falsity of the accusations against the 
respondent (NixorO." 


Wright asserted that no court can 


overrule the President in his judgment 


of whether confidential conversations 
should be kept secret. 


He said that 18 months ago "nobody of 


responsible opinion anywhere in the 
American legal community would have 
said a court has the power to overrule the 
President of the United States in a 
matter of this kind." 


He asked rhetorically, "What has 


caused opinion to change?" and added: 


"What has happened has been Wat- 


ergate. The hydraulic force arising from 
this sordid and unhappy episode has led 
men of distinction to say that the "Con- 
stitution means something it has never 
meant before." 


Wright said he considers "getting to 


the truth of Watergate is a goal of great 
worth." But he added: 


"There may well be times when there

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Agnew charge of Justice 'leaks' 
brings denial from Richardson 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Vice President 


Spiro T. Agnew has accused Justice 
Department officials of subjecting him 
to a campaign of smear publicity and 
trial by headline in "a clear and out- 
rageous effort" to influence a federal 
grand jury investigating him. 


But the Justice Department said there 


is no evidence to support Agnew's claim. 


Referring to reports he said he 


believed were leaked to the news media, 
Agnew declared Tuesday that he had to 
assume "that some Justice Department 
officials have decided to indict me in the 
press whether or not the evidence sup- 
ports their position." 


Responding to Agnew's charges, Atty. 


Gen. Elliot L. Richardson said the Jus- 
tice Department was concerned with 
unfair and inaccurate publicity about 
the grand jury in Baltimore which is 
investigating allegations of kickbacks 
and political corruption in Maryland. 


But, in his statement, Richardson said 


there is no evidence thus far to implicate 
law enforcement officials in the news 
leaks. He said an investigation into the 
leaks is continuing. 


In Baltimore, U.S. Atty. George Beall, 


reiterated a statement made earlier this 


month that neither he nor any of the 
other prosecutors in the case were the 
Sources of news leaks. 


Beall is heading the grand jury probe. 
"I regret to say that it has become 


clear that the 'sources close to the 
investigation' so frequently quoted were 
indeed just that-persons involved in the 
investigatory process," Agnew said. 


Facing newsmen for the second time 


in two weeks, Agnew read a prepared 
eight-minute statement in which he said 
that -he had called on Richardson to 
vigorously pursue the hunt for Justice 
Department leaks and plug them. 


"It is through proper investigation of 


all the facts that the truth w i l l 
emerge-not through trial by headline or 
by hearing only part of the story," Ag- 
new said. "I am confident that the or- 
derly processes of justice will result in 
my complete vindication." 


Agnew was notified in a letter from 


Beall Aug. 2 that he was under inves- 
tigation by the grand jury for possible 
criminal violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws in connec- 
tion with allegations that Maryland 
contractors paid kickbacks to politicians 


in return for favored treatment in the 
awarding of jobs. 


In a statement Aug. 6 and again at a 


news conference Aug. 8, Agnew 
proclaimed his innocence of all allegat- 
ions against him. 


Despite Agnew's protestations reliab- 


le sources speaking prior to Agnew's 
appearance Tuesday characterized the 
evidence against him as massive. 


The sources told The Associated Press 


that Agnew never would have been not- 
ified he was under investigation if the 
evidence hadn't been "damned solid." 


"It should be obvious that the letter 


wouldn't have been sent to Agnew if 
there wasn't sufficient evidence for an 
indictment in the view of the investigat- 
ors," one source said. 


Another source agreed, saying that the 


case was tight. 


"An action of this sort is not taken 


lightly," he said. "It has to be a damned 
solid and serious case for it to proceed 
this far." 


Those comments paralleled a news 


report Agnew cited in his statement as 
evidence that news leaks were coming 
from sources actually involved in the 
Baltimore investigation.

officials warning them to guard against 
leaks. There is no formal probp, the 
spokesman, John W. Hushen, said. 


Both Richardson and Agnew called on 


members of the news media to exercise 
restraint and help plug leaks. Arid Ag- 
new hinted that he believes newsmen 
should be compelled to disclose their 
sources. 


Despite his distress with the news

Export curb 
asked for 
raw cotton 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The textile 


industry has asked the government to 
license cotton exports, saying'a critical 
shortage of raw cotton threatens con- 
sumers with price increases totaling 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 


The assistant secretary of agriculture 


for international affairs, Carroll G. 
Brunthaver. promptly rejected'rhe idea. 
He said there will be no cotton shortage, 
although prices will rise. 


Brunthaver commented Tuesday on a 


letter to Secretary Earl L. Butz from 
Donald Comer Jr., president of the 
American Textile Manufacturers Instit- 
ute. 


Comer said the price of cotton con- 


tracts on commodity markets has 
increased more than 150 per cent since 
last October, reaching the highest level 
since the Civil War. 


"The unprecedented cotton supply and 


price situation is complicated and 
magnified enormously for our mills by 
Phase 4 rules and regulations that are 
creating great difficulties and pricing 
uncertainties," he said.

After a thank you 
note, the families became friends and 
continued to exchange letters, pictures 
and gifts throughout the years. Finally, 
this month the 79-year-old doctor and his 
wife Ryuke, 77, paid a long-awaited visit

"Isn't it wonderful how a Christian 


friendship grows and grows," the doctor 
said during his visit to Reedsville. 


Among the treasures received over the 


years by Mrs. Habermann are an in- 
tricately woven basket, a delicate hand 
made doll and a tiny pair of Japanese 
sandals, which would have fit the 
Japanese woman, but which long ago 
were outgrown by any in her own family. 


The Aragaki's spoke warmly of the 


missionaries who taught Ryuko to play 
the piano and encouraged them to write 
to Mrs. Habermann, commenting that 
the Meyers "loved our people so very 
much." 


The Japanese visitors enjoyed the 


serenity and uncrowded type of rural 
living they found in rural Wisconsin as 
compared to the current living condi- 
tions now found in Tokyo, a city of 10, 
million. 
Aragaki 
commented,' 


"Everyday, sky in Tokyo covered with 
smog. Cannot see sun or moon like 
here." He noted that the water is very 
dirty in Japan and huge amounts of 
poison gases are being emitted by the 
factories. 


Just prior toarriving in Reedsville, the 
Japanese couple spent a week at a Bible 
camp at Green Lake. They explained that 
in Japan they attend a "United Church," 
which is a combination effort of various 
Protestant denominations. The rest of 
their country remains largely Buddist. 


The Aragakis will leave shortly for a 


tour of several states which will include? 
visit with their son, Tsumehide, and his 
family in New York. The younger 
Aragaki is a graduate of Pennsylvania 
State University and is employed in the 
import-export business. The Aragakis 
have two other children in Toyko. 


If time permits, Dr. Aragaki would 


like to tour an American hospital before 
returning to Japan in mid-September. 
With much enthusiasm for America, he 
commented that he would like to come 
back to the United States again, "if God 
gives time to us." 


Admitting that he now leaves operat- 


ing to younger doctors, Aragaki remains 
active as an advisor to the staff at 
Tachikawa National Hospital, where he 
is honorary director.

NEW DELHI (AP) -Monsoon rains 


have almost erased India's four-year 
drought and the threat of famine this 
year but the country's food problems 
are far from over. 


Some crop damage was caused by the 


late arrival of the rains, which did not 
begin in earnest until early July And 
then massive flooding in the north 
where the parched land could not hold 
the water, added to the crop losses. 


But Prime Minister Indira Ghandi's 


government is counting on the much- 
needed rains to cool the tempers of 
consumers angry over drought-induced 
shortages and high prices. However, two 
difficult months remain before grain 
planted in late June and early Julv is 
ready for harvesting. 


"By the first of November, the grain 


should be dried, thrashed and in the 
retail outlets," said a Western agricul- 
tural expert. "They have just got to 
squirm through those 2>/2 months." 


Government buffer stocks are almost 


ml. The spring wheat yield was much 
smaller than expected and the govern- 
ment bought from Indian farmers little 
more than half the 8.1 million tons of 
wheat that had been targeted. 


Shortages caused by the poor crop and 


the government's 
ineptitude in 


procurement forced Mrs. Gandhi to buy 
grain on the world market when prices 
were at record highs. 


The government has refused to 


disclose how much grain will be im- 
ported, but official sources have in- 
dicated it will be about 4'/2 million tons, 
in addition to 2 million tons already 
bought. 


The foreign purchases and the 


favorable monsoon have done little to 
ease anxiety among the Indians, who are 
in the midst of scarcity hysteria. 


Hoarding has taken millions of tons of 


grain off the market, which has 
aggravated the shortages caused by 
smaller crops. Prices of commodities 
have shot up and supplies dwindled, 
causing consumer rebellions. 


Police killed seven rioters last week in 


the central India city of Bhopal, where 
students began the country's latest agit- 
ation against high prices. 


Besides the consumers, the farmers 


also are angry with the government 
which generally failed in its first try at 
administering the nation's wholesale 
wheat trade. 


Officials have not yet explained to the 


average farmer's satisfaction why New 
Delhi was willing to pay so much more 
overseas for wheat than for wheat grown 
by India's farmers. 


Many farmers held their grain off the 


market because the government offered 
the equivalent of $100 a ton for it — 
roughly half what New Delhi pays for 
foreign wheat if it buys now. 


"That's a very delicate question 


around here now," said an agriculture 
expert. "I expect if India had to play this 
record over, she would have jumped the 
price she was offering to the farmers 
well above the $100."

Dock Co.; Hometown Inc.: Schneider1 
Fuel and Supply Co.; Jacobus, Co., all of 
Milwaukee; Picands Mather and Co. of 
Cleveland; Youghiogheny and Ohio Coal 
Co., Cleveland; C. Reiss Coal Co. of 
Sheboygan, and Consolidation Coal Co. 
of Pittsburgh. 


Warren said the companies sold $12 


million worth of dock coal in the Mil- 
waukee market during 1968 alone, and 
$30 million in the Minnesota-Dakota 
market area. 


His complaint charges seven of the 


companies tried since the 1950's to fix 
wholesale list prices of dock coal to 
dealers in the Milwaukee market. 


Warren said the companies allegedly 


allocated government customers bv 
exchanging bidding information. 


Ihe complaint defines the Milwaukee 


market as the area serviced by the 
Milwaukee docks "or other Wisconsin 
points on Lake Michigan." 


The complaint charges a conspiracy in 


the Superior-Duluth area involved four 
companies. 


It alleges the companies conspired 


since 1962 to fix prices bid to 
municipalities in the Iron Range area of 
Minnesota. 


The conspiracy evolved by 1968 and 


1969 into an "involved arrangement for 
the fixing of price increases to many 
large users within the Minnesota 


market," Warren said 


"The effects of these conspiracies have; 


been the elimination of price competit- 
ion in both the Milwaukee and Minnesota 
markets, the raising and stabilizing of 
prices at artificial and non-competitive 
levels in both these markets, and the 
depriving of purchasers in both 
markets of the benefits and opportuni- 
ties of free and open competition," 
Warren said in a statement issued by 
his Madison office. 


He said the case has been filed by 


Wisconsin as a class action on behalf of 
the state, its political subdivisions, 
public bodies and all purchasers who 
bought dock coal involved in the affair.

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Military told to get

WASHINGTON (AP) -Secretary of 


Defense James R. Schlesinger has told 
the armed services to prepare for pos- 
sible new base closings and cutbacks 
before next year's congressional elec- 
tions. 


This would be the second wave of base 


slashes in about a year. 


The Pentagon last April shut, reduced 


or consolidated 274 installations in 32 
states at a claimed savings of $3.5 billion 
over the next 10 years. 


Since then, Congress has been 


cracking down hard on defense money 
requests for new weapons and one key 
committee has voted to cut the armed 
forces by 156,000 men below what the 
Nixon administration has planned for 
the post-Vietnam era. 


Pentagon sources said Schlesinger has 


directed the Army, Navy and Air Force 
to review their base requirements and to 
send him a list of expendable installat- 
ions by midDecember. 


Congress will have finished work on 


the defense budget by then, and Pen- 
tagon leaders will know where they 
stand. 


Sources said Schlesinger had not given 


the services any specific guidelines in 
determining which bases should be 
closed.

Militant black councilman recalled 
tfEKKELEY, Calif.

this college community have recalled a 
black radical councilman and elected a 
moderate black liberal in his place. 


In a light turnout Tuesday, 18,569 


persons voted to recall Councilman 
D'Army Bailey while 11,548 opposed it. 
A simple majority of votes cast was 
needed to unseat Bailey. 


William B. Rumford Jr., 39, assistant 


chief of police services for the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit District, was elected to 
Bailey's seat with 17,102 votes. Allen 
Wilson, 30, a third-year law student and 
also a black, drew 6,344 votes. 


The election was held with most 


students at the University of California 
absent on summer vacation, and only 39 
per cent of Berkeley's 75,000 registered 
voters cast ballots. 


"I don't really consider this a defeat," 


said Bailey, adding he planned to remain 
active in Berkeley politics. 


"If the election had taken place when 


the university was in session, the result 
would have been totally different." 


Bailey, 31, a Yale law graduate, was 


elected to a four-year council term in 
1971 
along 
with 
two 
other 
self- 


proclaimed radical candidates on the 
April Coalition slate. Much of their 
support had come from students and 
blacks. 


Bailey had been criticized by some 


fellow council members as having a 
divisive influence on the community 
because of his harsh stands on race. He 
had been called a racist and an obs- 
tructionist. 


Radicals, who had won an additional 


seat last April, were outnumbered 5-4 on 
the council before the recall. Rumford is 
expected to tip the majority to 6-3. 


There are five blacks on the council.

In acknowledging his 
victory, Rumford said, "I'd especially 
like to thank the blacks who supported 
me and I intend to work for the same 
causes Bailey professed, only perhaps in 
a different manner."

Treasures in ancient art 
pirated from U.S. desert 


.SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 


California's. Mojave Desert is a giant 
treasure chest of primitive art. But 
federal officials report it is being lost to 
an army of vandals with highspeed 
drills, jack hammers and bulldozers.

WALTHAM, Mass. (AP) —"Public 


interest over group violence has 
diminished," the director of The Lem- 
berg Center for the Study of Violence 
says in explaining the planned shutdown 
of the center. 


"I think it is fairly safe to say it is now 


an end of an era," said John P. Spiegal, 
the center's director. "The violence of 
the '60s may very well have begun with 
the assassination of John Kennedy and 
ended with the Kent State killings." 


Kennedy was assassinated in 1963 and 


four Kent State students were killed 
during an antiwar demonstration in 
1970. 


The center at Brandeis University, set 


up to study such incidents of public 
violence, is phasing out its operations 
and will close at the end of the year. 


"Public interest over group violence 


has diminished since 1971, and the 
interests of our staff, including myself, 
have shifted to the non-violent acts of 
social conflict," Spiegal said in an in- 
terview. 


"Acts of group violence don't spread 


and become mass phenomenon as they 
did in the 1960s. They remain localized 
and contained, and in that sense we're 
living in different times." 


Spiegal said one reason for this con- 


tainment is that authorities have become 
more sophisticated in dealing with mass 
confrontations. 


"Kent State was the last straw as fat- 


as the public was concerned in the 
handling of protestors by strong arm 
methods. It came at the end of an era as 
a symbol that it need not have happened 
because we now know better how to 
handle these things," he said. 


"Today, authorities are more likely to 


compromise when dealing with a group 
of protestors rather than turning the 
police loose. In fact, police don't want to 
be called to the scene of a demonstration 
unless it's a last resort." 


He also cited the termination of the 


Vietnam war and the presence of more 
solidly organized protest groups. 


"The more organized a protest group, 


the less likely it is to become involved in 
spontaneous violence. Protest leaders 
want to obtain their goals with as little 
violence as possible," he said. 


The research center, the only one of its 


kind in the country, was organized in 
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disturbances in the nation's cities. A 
report issued by the center in 1971 
identified the underlying causes of these 
racial disturbances as being social 
inequalities and injustices. 


"Groups seeking change have almost 


always attempted to obtain their goals 
through the use of normal channels of 
communication and of political 
processing-without success," Spiegal 
said. "The confrontation occurs after all 
other means are considered to have been 
exhausted." 


As for accomplisments, Spiegal said, 


"I think the center's biggest impact on 
society during the violent 60s was to 
show that social conflict is a process by 
which violence is one possible outcome. 
Our studies tended to show that violence 
is a mistake and we explained how this 
mistake came about. 


The center is in the process of 


finishing up its last study, which deals 
with the violence and violence-preven- 
tion activities in Miami Beach last 
summer during the Democratic and 
Republican national conventions.
